Suggestion for Closing the Senate Debate 
Meets With an Objection—The House 
Discusses the Public Printing— 

The Everett Chinese Bill.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—(By the 
Associated Press.) Senator Faulkner 
will introduce in the: Senate tomorrow 
his amendment to the Sherman Repeal 
Bill. It will provide for the monthly 
coinage of $3,000,000 of silver till the 
aggregate» of circulation silver 
reaches $300,000,000, and will call for the 
retirement of all bills under $20 denom- 
ination. 

Senator Faulkner said he had not yet 
canvassed the Senate on the amend- 
ment, and was not prepared to say 
whether it would command a sufficient 
vote to secure acceptance. However, 
he had received many assurances of 
good will toward the principles sug- 
gested by the amendments from mem- 
bers who express willingness to support 
it in case it is satisfactory in detail. 
He believed the great bulk of silver 
advocates, Republicans and Democrats 
alike, would support the measure when 
they find it impossible to get anything 
more favorable. Many repeal advo- 
cates, representing the conservative ecle- 
ments, would probably recast their 
votes for an amendment giving silver 
the limited recognition proposed. 

It is definitely known, also, that the 
influence of the administration will be 
exerted in opposition to this and other 
compromises. Whether the amendment 
will be able to secure a majority vote 
despite the opposition, can only be as- 


ceriained by a canvass of the Senate's | 


possible vote. ,It is not expected that 
the amendment, when introduced, will 
be taken up immediately. ; 

Though the bill to repeal the federal 
election laws is to be presented tomor- 
row in the House, it is not probable a 
debate on the measure will begin be- 
fore Friday. How long the discussion 
will last is unsettled. Republicans say 
it will last at least a month. Repre- 
sentative Tucker of Virginia, who has 
the bill in charge, says there will he 
no limit placed ‘pon the speakers, on 
the line of legitimate discussion; but 
as soon as it is apparent the minoricy 
is filibustering, the Coinmmitte> on Rules 
will be invoked for an order whicna 
shall compel a vote. . 

A good of opposition ts mani- 
fested, even on the Democratic side, to 
present the consideration of the propo- 
sition to repeal the federal election 
laws. It is claimed it will detract at- 
tention from the Senate, and in this 
way endanger the cause of repeal. The 
answer of the Southern Democrats to 
this is brief but to the point. They 
say they have already sacrificed their 


opirions on silver torthe position of 


the administration, and cannot go back 
to their constituents unless something 
is done directly desired by their sec- 
tion. Apart from this there is a gen- 
eral desire on the part of the Demo- 
cratic leaders to have some questions 
brought forward upon wiich political 
lines can be visibly drawn. 

They point ont that the Democratic 
party is not a unit upon silver, or the 
State bank tax, or the income tax, and 
there are differences of opinion as to 
the extent to which the tariff revision 
should go. On the question of aboli- 


tion of federal force at the polls there 


is no division of sentiment. Leading 
Democrats are unanimous in the hope 
thax there will be a lively political fight 


on the repeal of election laws. It hase 
been so long since there has been a 
genuine political fight in the House that 


it will be welcomed, not only by Demo- 
crats, but by Republicans. 

The exact programme which the Re- 
publicans will follow in their opposi- 
tion to the repeal of the federal elec- 


tion law is not yet made known. As a 


matter of fact, secrecy is being ob- 
served not without a purpose, the 


mincrity being afraid of disclosing 


the plan of campaign to the enemy. 


All that they will say is to repeat the 


determination to fight until they can 


already indicated, promises to be very 
bitter.

Senator Voorhees said he did this in 
the utmost good faith and with re- 
spect for every Senator and the Sen- 
ate itself, If the majority in the Sen- 
ate was against the repeal bill, the 
fact should be known. If it was in fa- 
vor of amending it, that should be 
known; Hut, as fair-dealing men, let 
the Senators come to some understand- 
ing when a vote might be expected to 
end their labors. 

Senator Dubois of Idaho, while ap- 
preciating the courtesy with which the 
Senator from Indiana was conducting 
the debate, said that the matter was 
too serious for undue haste, and that 
the silver Senators proposed to have a 
fair discussion. He therefare objected 
to the request. 

Senator Voorhees said that nothing 
was further-from his purpose than to 
interfere with legitimate and whole- 
some debate. He (Voorhees) was a bet- 
ter friend of silver today than any man 
who resorted to obstructive methods to 
keep this miserable law on the statute 
book. He could not allow anybody to 
say he was in haste to destroy silver 
money. He expected, when the Sher- 
man act was repealed, to engage in 
bringing about @ proper system of coin- 
age, as he had in the past engaged. 
His request to fix a time to take a 
vote would be renewed, perhaps, here- 
after, 

Senator Shoup of Idaho addressed 
the Senate in favor of free silver. He 
began his address with a liberal quota- 
tion from the President's message, and 
announced his failure to agree with 
the President as to the cause leading 
up to the present financial condition 
of the country. He made a review of 
the condition of affairs as they existed 
twelve months ago, and showed by 
facts and figures that the country was 
then prosperous. He said at that time 
both candidates declared for a double 
standard, and Cleveland as well as 
Harrison had accepted the nomina- 
tion: for the Presidency with the full 
knowledge of this pledge. When Cleve- 
land became the standard bearer of 
his party, he became the defender and 
champion of the principles enunciated 
by the party. Whether he is seeking to 
violate one of the serious declarations 
conteined in the platform, his party 
associates and the country must de- 
cide. 


Senator Shoup said he did nut pre- 
tend to-knovi when Cleveland became 
convinced that it was necessary that 
the country should come to a mono- 
metallic basis, but he did know Villard 
and others appeared in Washington 
and began to lobby for the repeal of 
the Sherman law immediately after the 
election, and it was a fact that re- 
wards and punishments of the in- 
coming administration were invoked to 
influence that legislation. 

The speaker did not believe the Sher- 
man law shad anything to do with the 
financial crisis. It injured no one ex- 
cept*the residents of the silver-produc- 
ing States. Indeed, he considered it 
hod Bsen «uch benefit to the nation 
at large. Referring to the criticisms 
made by Senator Cullom that if the 
silver advocates were so much dis- 
satisfied with the Sherman act, they 
should join in its repeal, he said they 
recognized its disappearance at this 
time was probably the means of the 
permanent retirement of silver as one 
of the money metals. The Sherman 
law was now the only bulwark be- 
tween bimetallism and monometallism 
in this country. He did not accept 
the idea that silver coinage would de 
grade the financial standing of this 
country, and made a plea for independ- 
enc? in monetary affairs, as in others 
of our cerns. He believed the pas- 
sage of a free coinage bill would im- 
mediately restore confidence and en- 
large our trade. Repeal would result 
in removing this country from the head 
of the column as producers of the 
precious metals, in the contraction of 
the currency, and the weakening of the 
country by destroying one of its gen- 
eral industries. 

He drew a strong picture of the dis- 
tress that would be occasioned in the 
silver-producing States. He asked: 
“Must the prayerful appeal of these 
people for justice pass unnoticed?’” 
He declared that he did not believe 
and could not believe that the majority 
of the Senate would favor repeal until 
after silver should be amply protected. 
The Sherman law had been accepted 
as a compromise; it was all the friends 
of silver could obtain when the law 
was enacted; but as it is the only 
strand we have connecting silver with 
gold, he would oppose with all the 
vigor at his command its repeal untila 
better substitute was given. 

Senator Dolph of Oregon followed 
Senator Shoup, and said he did not 
believe that with free coinage at 16 
to 1, or 20 to 1, or at any other ratio 
the concurrent circulation of gold and 
silver could be secured. Could the 
United States, he asked, ignore the ac- 
tion of the great commercial countries 
of the world in regard to silver? 

On motion of Senator Voorhees, the 
Senate went into executive session, and 
shortly thereafter adjourned. 

» HOUSE.—Representative Talberts of 
South Carolina introduced a_resolu- 
tion directing the Currency Committee 
to report the bill of Representative 
McLaurin of South Carolina, for the 
issue of $125,000,000 of treasury notes 
for the relief of the people. The reso- 
lution was received with laughter and 


objections. 


After the transaction of some trivial 
business, the House went into 
committee of the whole for the ,con- 
sideration of the Public Printing Bill.

Two hours’ general debate on 
the bill followed, and then it was con- 
sidered by sections under the five-min- 
ute rule. 

A wrangle ensued over the section of 
the bill providing for the advertisement 
for paper proposals in on& Democrat 
and one Republican newspaper in Bos- 
ton, New York, Phila 'phia, 
more, Washington, Pittsburgh, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis. 

Representative Hayes of Iowa made 
an unsuccessful endeavor to secure an 
amendment, including the newspapers 
of all cities of over 250,000 inhabitants.

Insurgents Firing on 
Kio Janeiro. 


Forts at the Harbor Entrance 
First Attacked, 


One of the Latter Joins in With 
the Rebels, 


The Fate of the Capital is in 
Doubt, 


A Thousand Dead from Cholera in Tunis—

York—Suspension of Trial by 
Jury in Bohemia.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Exchange Telc- 
graph Company says that private 2d- 
viges have been received from Brazil 
that the insurgent fleet is bombarding 
Rio Janeiro, and that one of the prin- 
cipal forts in the harbor has sided with 
the rebels. 

THE TOWN DESOLATED. 

LONDON, Sept. 13.—A dispatch from 
Associated Press.) A dispatch from 
Rio Janeiro says that the attack of 
the rebel fleet on the forts began at 
9 o’clock. The garrison of the largest 
and strongest fort declared for the 
rebels. The bombardment of the town 
begins at 11 o’clock. The town has a 
desolate appearance, and people who 
| are compelled to remain are greatly 


excited. All business is at a stand- 
still. 


BEFORE THE ATTACK. 


The Representative of Foreign Powers Given 
Due Notice. 

ROME, Sept. 13—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Italian govern- 
ment has received a dispatch from Rio 
Janeiro, dated yesterday, saying that 
Admiral de Mallos had informed the 
representatives of the foreign powers 
at Rio that the vessels of the ,insur- 
gent squadron would open fire on the 
city’s defenses at 9 o’clock this (Wednes- 
day) morning. The forts in the bay 
would be first.attacked, separately, it 
is believed, and upon the result of this 
bombardment future movements of the 
rebels will be decided. 

In consequence of this announcement, 
arrangements were made for foreign 
ships and merchant vessels of Rio to 
take positions outside the line of fire. 
A British gunboat was to leave the 
bay early this morning, to warn all 
incoming vessels to stay off the coast 
until the result of the bombardment is 
learned.

A CITIZENS’ RIGHTS. 


The Emperor of Austria Punishing Home 
Rule Agitatators. 

VIENNA, Sept. 13.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Emperor has 
j sanctioned a decree of the Ministry, 
suspending the articles of the consti- 
tution bearing on citizens’ rights and 
suspending trial by jury one year, in 
Prague, Bohemia, and the districts of 
Weinburg,+« Karslinethal and Smichon, 
owing to agitation in favor of home 
rule for Bohemia. 

The clauses suspended include the 
freedom of the press and the right of 
holding public meetings. The leaders 
of the young citizens are making men- 
acing speeches.

Sunstrokes Laying Low Many Pe the Boom- 
ers—Sixty-five Carloads of People in 
One Day—Booths to Be 
Kept Open.

ARKANSAS (Kan.,) Sept. 13.—(By 
the Associated Press.) One hundred 
degrees of heat in the shade, the air 
filled with suffocating dust and hot 
winds blowing across the parched 
prairie, were the severe conditions that 
the boomers along the Cherokee linc 
were forced to endure today. At this 
place over fifty were overcome by the 
heat, most of them S#eing in line before 
the registration booths. Six have died, 
and others are in a critical condition. 

At Caldwell thirty-two were sun- 
struck; two are dying. At Orlando 
there were twenty-two cases of sun- 
stroke and two deaths, and at Hen- 
nessy cighteen strokes and one death. 
Indications are that tomorrow will be 4 
repetition of today. The crush at the 
registration booths has become so great 
that, from now on, they will be kept 
open day and night. During the three 
days which ended tonight, 42,300 cer- 
tificates have been issued. 

The total number of certificates does 
not indicate the number of homeseeck- 
ers. for most of the boomers take out 
certificates for both homestead and 
town“lots. The Santa Fe brought in 
sixty-five carloads of people today. 
The majority come simply to see the 
fun. 


At Orlando, today, soldiers 
brought fifty-three ‘‘sooners’’ into 
camp, and more are reported to be 


concealed along the streams in the for- 
bidden land. The boomers, in order to 
get rid of the speculators, will not per- 
mit anyone in line to sell his place. In 
consequence, the line thinned out ma- 
terially today, and is now composed 
wholly of bona fide homeseekers. The 
Rock Island took 3000 people into Cald- 
well today, and many more are com- 
ing tomorrow. The Young People’s So- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor has under- 
taken to relieve the suffering caused by 
a lack of water. The Leavenworth so- 
city has pledged money to pay the ex- 
pense of hauling water from Arkansas 
City to the booths, and three water- 
carts were put into service today. 

The protests against the presert con- 
duct of registration, and the injustice

CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


The Administration Reported to Have 
Changed Its Position. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—(By_ the 
Associated Press.) The House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs met this 
morning to consider the Chinese ex- 
clusion matter. Chairman McCreary 
had a bill introduced by Representa- 
Aive Everett of Massachusetts, which 
is understood to be an administration 
measure. He suggested that, inasmuch 
as several amendments were deemea 
advisable, it had better be referred to 
a sub-committee. After some discus- 
sion this action was decided upon, and 
the bill was referred to a sub-commit- 
tee, consisting of Chairman McCreary 
and Messrs. Everett, Hitt and Harmer. 
‘rhe sub-committee meets on Thurs- 
day. The Everett bill simply provides 
for the extension of time of registra- 
tion one year. It is probable that the 
sub-committee will reduce the time of 
limit to six months, and as there is 
also some question of what consti- 
tutes a Chinese laborer that term will 
be specially defined. Other amend- 
ments will look to the perfection of the 
bill, and will not affect its import. 
The administration has altered its 
determination with reference to the 
Everett b.ll, extending the time limit al- 
lowed under the Geary act for the Chi- 
nese to register to September 1, 1894 
Last night, at the conference held at 
the residence of Secretary Carlisle, at 
which, in addition to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, there were present Secre- 
tary Gresham, Atty.-Gen. Olney and 
Representative Geary of California, 
the members of the administration ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bill ought 
to be passed through both houses at 
once, and the intention was manifested 
of insisting upon going ahead with the 
bill today in the House. ‘ 
Representative Geary, however, 
pointed out the radical effects of the 
bill, which would render its effects 
nugatory. He also declared the ex- 
tension of the time of registering should 
be reduced to six months; that the term 
Chinese labor should be specifically de- 
fined, and the imprisonmeyit clause 
should be modified. He also wanted a 
provision inserted for photographing all 
Chinese who registered. It was finally 
decided to agree to the modifications, 
and, accordingly, today the bill was 
referred by the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee to a sub-committee that will 
meet ton™rrow night. 
Today it developed that- Frasident 
Cleveland himself was not anxious to 
press the bill for fear it will compli- 
cate matters in the Senate. In fact, he 
is in favor of the House folding its 
hands and doing nothing until the 
Senate acts on the Sherman repeal 
bill. This was apparent for several 
davs, also with reference to the Tucker 
bill repealing the existing Federal elec- 
tion laws. While the House leaders 
have no desire to embarrass the Presi- 
dent. in the fight in the Senate, they 
will not agree to the policy advanced 
by the White House. The Tucker bill 
will not reach the stage of debate this 
week, but early next week it is ex- 
pected it will go into the arena of 
debate. Meantime the Everett bill will 
be calmly modified in the committee, 
and, possibly, next week, the amended 
bill will be pressed in the House. 


Pension Decision Overrnied. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Reynolds has 
renda@ed a decision, holding that the 
widow of a deceased pensioner has no 
right, under the law, to make and 
prosecute an original claim for a re- 
rating of her husband's invulid pension.

STANDARD OIL. 


The Great Trust Disintegrates Because of 
the Popular Clamor. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) At a meeting of trust 
certificate holders today, the great 
Standard Oil Trust was formally dis- 
solved. Hereafter, it is said, the com- 
panies that were in the trust will act 
independently. No assurance is given, 
however, that there will be any compe- 
tition. The reason given for the 
change is the popular prejudice against 
trusts. 

This action, which was not quite 
completed at today’s meeting, was de- 
cided on in March, 1892, when a com- 
mitice was appointed to wind up the 
affairs of the trust, and 62 per cent. 
of the certificates hae been turned in 
and exchanged for pro rata shares of 
stock in the various companies form- 
erly controlled by the trust. It is 
thought that the remaining outstand- 
ing certificates will come in goon.

Many who ve 
watched the actions of the Chinese 
closely since the crusgde began say 
that the cunning heathens are making 
good use of the few among their mem- 
bers who have registered, and that 
those who neglected to take this step 
have placed their more fortunate 
brethren in charge of their interests. 
The unregistered among them, it is 
claimed, are still keeping out of sight, 
and will continue to do so until the 
danger is 

The hotels and restaurants, who were 
the first sufferers by the exodus of 
cooks and dishwashers, are filling their 
places with white men, in some cases 
with indifferent success, towever. Con- 
trary to expectation, proprietors have, 
as a rule, found it easier to get good, 
reliable white cooks than to obtain 
such help for the more menial posi- 
tions in the kitchen. White men who 
are willing to take the positions va- 
cated by Chinese dishwashers have 
been found very scarce, and, in a few 
cases, where obtained, very unreliable. 
As a general rule white men consider 
themselves above such positions, and 
even if led to accept such menial la- 
bor through fe-cee of adverse circum- 
stances do not “stay with it’’ longer 
than they can possibly help. With a 
full stomach and a week's wages in 
his pocket no American whose abilities 
eall for better reward in another direc- 
tion will remain in a subordinate posi- 
tion in the kitchen. One restaurant 
proprietor told a reporter: yesterday 
that since his two Chincse dishwashers 
fied about a week ago he has had six 
different white men taking turns at 
the work, and that as a result of their 
“quitting tactics’’ he has been com- 
pelled to buy many new dishes.

The Labor Problem. 

The late financial crisis has produced 
many painful consequences all over the 
United States. It has entailed want. 
privation and distress in almost every 
city and hamlet of the country, for it 


has cc used the civsing up of many of | the public will buy bonds to be sold 


our largest manufacturing industries; 
thus throwing a vast number of reopiec 
out of their regular means of subsist- 
ence. The working classes, of course, 
are the heaviest sufferers, for they 
have been hurriedly thrown upon the 
rocks, and knew not where to ti‘n to 
relieve the immediate wants and im- 
perative demands of their families. 
They cannot beg, and to want in this 
land of plenty is out of the question. 
How to provide, therefore, for the 
unemployed masses is a query that 
is engaging the best minds of our peo- 
ple. Indeed, it demands our prompt 
and serious consideration. They are 
people of our own ilk, and because they 
ag without means and out of employ- 
ment, through no fault of their own, 
is no reason why they and their fam- 
ilies should starve. The emergency 
must be promptly met, and the more 
fortunate among us in every local- 
ity should see it to be their bounden 
duty to aid with -the alacrity of free 
men. 

It is-gratifying to note that many of 
our larger cities have already respond- 
ed to the issue and successfully formu- 
lated plans for the requirements of the 
needy. This is as it should be, and we 
hope that our own city officials will 
come well to the front and provide 
means to relieve cases of actual want. 
Los Angeles, true to her instincts, has 
always cherished the interests of the 
poor, and now she will distinguish her- 
self by the higher duty of providing 
for the wants of the unemployed, thus 
showing the dignity, grace and luster 
of our national life. . 

On occasions of this kind we are 
always afflicted with many advisers. 
Among others are those self-consti- 
tuted patrons of the workingmen. 
Talk is cheap, and as long as they are 
not required to put up cash, just so 
long will their voice be heard on the 
woes and tribulations of the working 
classes. These ‘‘scions’’ of labor, how- 
ever, it is much to be regretted, find 
followers, and the more’s the pity, for 
they have imbued men’s minds with 
wrong principles, which will surely be 
a detriment to their progress through 
life. Moreover, like a devil-fish, they 
will hold on to their prey until their 
victims are bled for all they are 
worth. 

In this connection it was painful to 
note the ravings of Henry George 
and Dr. McGlynn at Chicago’ the 
other day. They were addressing an 
audience of men who wanted bread, 
and these gentlemen met their wants 
by advising the confiscation of the 
property of the rich. Of course, we are 
not surprised at any utterance Mr. 
George may make, for he is but an 
erratic individual at best, but it is 
different with Dr. McGlynn. He is a 
gentleman of education, culture, and 
refinement, and it is surprising to find 
him approving such remarks. Such 
teachings with 
the progressive spirit of the age. 
Neither are they in touch with the 
teachings and higher formulas of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Now, as to the cause and cure of 
this labor difficulty: History teaches 
us that financial and commercial 
complications transpire from some 
source or other every ten or fif- 
teen years. It is hard to find any 
specific reason, but the history both of 
England and the United States proves 
such to be the case. Over-trading con- 
tributes to such disasters; again con- 
cerns that have sustained heavy 
losses, and have bolstered themselves 
up with floating paper, hoping’ 
thereby to weather the storm, are 
another prevalent source of danger. 
Anticipated tariff changes, and the 
uncertainty of silver coinage, no doubt 
have had a weakening tendency on 
the United States, but such were not 
sufficient to cause the general up- 
heaval. we have ejxperienced. - The 
truth is, we have had our allotted 
period of prosperity. Business has 


been exceptionally good for some 
years, and money abundant. It is in 
these times that people should be 


provident with their money, not only 
living within their income, whatever 
that may be, but also saving some- 
thing for the proverbial rainy day 
that is sure to come. We are now un- 
doubtedly on the eve of better times, 
and we are glad to give them welcome, 
but as sure as grass grows and water 
runs, hard times will come again, and 
it is only by a process of continuous 
and persistent saving that our people 
will again avert a catastrophe that is 
at once offensive and degrading to 
their American manhood. 


There are no pleasanter tidings com- 
ing to us over the wires than those 
which tell us of the great manufacto- 
ries and various industries which are 
resuming businees all over the land, 
and the gradual dwindling of the great 
army of unemployed.

Observations. 

We have received a request from the 
projector of the cable road which runs 
up aée foothill in the Sierra Madre 
Mountains to say a good word for the 
enterprise, which it is proposed to ex- 
tend to the summit of the range. The 
projector offers to buy, with his per- 
sonal means, a first-class observatory 
to be placed on the highest point, if 


for the completion of the road. The 
projector asks the ‘‘moral—and, to a 
moderate extent, financial—encourage- 
ment of the general public.”” We are 
pleased to extend our unqualified moral 
support to this enterprise, but, owing to 
the prevailing financial stringency, are, 
in common with many others, unable 
to add financial backing. Some will 
think that it would be better for the 
enterprising projector of the enter- 
prise to build a railroad with his per- 
sonal means and then issue bonds for 
the observatory, or to get some public- 
spirited citizen, like the late E. F. 
Spence, to donate such an institution— 
without a string tied to it, however. 
The project for a railroad to the sum- 
mit of the Sierra Madre, with or with- 
out an obserwatory, is a good one, as 
are all enterprises that aim to increase 
the number of attractive resorts that 
can be reached from Los Angeles. An- 
other excellent scheme would be for an 
electric railroad from Los Angeles to 
Santa Monica Canyon along. the 
foothills. Perhaps citizens might 
be induced to buy bonds and 
build such road, if somebody 
would guarantee to erect a first- 
class pavilion on the beach, provided 
with a complete assortment of ma- 
rine — and other — glasses, through 
which observations: could be taken of 
the movements of vessels in the offing. 
The Times is always pleased to sce 
wealthy gentlemen come here and de- 
yote their personal means to objects 
which benefit the people and add to the 
attractiveness of the Angel City. Such 
people should be encouraged. 


A correspondent, who signs himself 
Anglo-Australian, makes some criti- 
cisms upon our recent article on the 
labor question in Australia. He says 
the labor law which prevails in that 
country is not a hardship to anyone. 
Still, it is a fact that the rule of the 
unions which has gone to greater ex- 
tremes in Australia than in any other 
part of the world, has discouraged en- 
terprises and made the country a 
poor one for the workingman. Labor- 
ing men—that is to say, those, who 
labor with their hands, which is the 
only way in which this term is gen- 
erally understood by the unions—bc- 
ing in the majority, can, of course, 
make laws to suit themeslves, in any 
free country. To make. laws is one 
thing, however; but to induce capital 
to inaugurate enterprises and employ 
labor under those laws is another. 
You can bring the capitalistic horse 
to the water with the halter of op- 
pressive legislation, but you cannot 
make him drink. He will simply pack 
up. his belongings and seek some other 
country, where the possession of 
wealth is not considered a crime. In 
such cases, the workingmen are the 
first to suffer; a fact which is begin- 


ning to be realized in Australian labor 
circles.

THE CITY TEACHERS 


Third’ Day’s Session of the 
Institute. 


Papers Read Before the Various 
Sections. 


Matters of Vital Importance to In- 
structors Discussed. 


“Chemistry of Stimulants and Narcotics’’ 
Considered—A Strong Paper by 
Prof. Pierce of the Nor- — 
mal School. 


-ics,’’ 


An interesting session of the Teach- 
ers’ Institute was held yesterday, the , 
proceedings being thoroughly harmoni- 
ous and of vital importance to every | 
teacher in attendance. 

SECTION ONE. 

The first hour was given to the sub- 
ject ‘“‘An Experiment in the Kindergar- 
ten,’’ by Miss Nellie G. Oliver. Miss | 
Oliver, among other things, advocated 
the use of desks in place of chairs 
and tables, her argument being fol- 
lowed by a considerable discussion, in 
which many showed a strong desire to 
keep the chairs and tables. 

The second hour was occupied by 
Mr. Stutsman, who drilled the teachers 
as a class in an excellent practice in 
the principles of writing. 

The third hour was devoted to physi- 
cal culture, under... charge of Prof. 
Rohde. 

During the first afternoon hour this 
section joined section 4 and listened 
to the lecture on “‘The Chemistry of | 
Alcoholic Drinks and Narcotics,’ by 
Prof. Gooch. Miss Hutchinson con- 
ducted a drawing lesson during the 
second hour. 

SFCTION TW). 

In the first hour the teachers in the | 
A-l, B-2 and A-3 grades did actual 
work in drawing under the direction of | 
Mrs. Bradfield. She emphasized the 
point that pupils should be encouraged 
to draw in all directions, and with 
either hand, thereby giving the utmost 
freedom. 

The second hour was taken by Prof. 
W. H. Housh in discussing the subject 
of spelling. He spoke of the impor- 
tance of correct spelling in the first 
three grades, as a basis of further work 
in this line, giving thirteen excellent 
rules for the use of teachers in teaching 
how to spell. He also dwelt upon the 
importance of mental conception of the 
word in the child’s mind, as well as 
one correct pronunciation of words. 

During the third hour this section 
met with section 3 to hear Prof. 
Pierce. 

In the afternoon the first hour was 
devoted to physical culture; the sec- 
ond to music by the special teacher, 
Mrs. Juliet P. Rice. 

SECTION THREE. 

Mrs. Rice conducted an ex- 
ercise in music during the first hour. 
During the second hour Miss Hutchin- 
son gave a practical lesson in draw- 
ing. 

The third hour was occupied by E. 
T. Pierce, principal of the Los Angeles 
Normal School, who gave a wise and 
able address on “The Distinction Be- 
tween Method and Manner in Teach- 
ing—Some Principles that Govern the 
Former.’ Some of his’ main pvints are 
as follows: 

The world ts stirred now by an in- 
vestigating spirit. All kinds of ques- 
tions are discussed—political, scientific, 
esthetic, sociological, spiritual, ma- 
terial—whatever some men and women 
think—when settled, will uplift their 
fellows and reform mankind. At the 
same time powerful tendencies are at 
work that would, if allowed full sway, 
tear down all that has been gained by 
centuries of upward struggling. 
Among these counter-forces that 
work, some for good and some for 
evil. it behooves the  conscicntious 
teacher to consider his task seriously 
and ask himsclf if he is a true re- 
former, if his work will lead those 
who are taught so that they shall think 
right,-act rght and vote righi. 

That is just what he is doing. Peda- 

gical ideas are keeping pace with 

e process of the times. Education 
is heginning to claim for itself a 
science, and teaching is being elevated 
into a profession. Every teacher now 
reads up in his profession, and large 
pedagogical libraries are collected 
where but a few years ago educational 
works were rarely found even in the 
libraries of those who had _ taught 
many terms. City, county, State and 
naticnal associations of teachers are 
held, to discuss educational questions, 
and this year the National Educational 
Association was merged into a great 
World’s congress of Teachers. 

In glancing over the questions dis- 
cussed at that memorable meeting, two 
ideas seem to stand out prorninently 
in the minds of educators. The first 
is that mere intellectual education has 
been weighed in the balance and found 
wanting; that education, the right edu- 
cation, should above all else construct 
character: that any system of educa- 
tion that fails to concentrate its work 


The second is that we have left behind 
us purely experimental teaching, and 
have discovered fixed principles that 
underlie all instruction, and which 


all teachers. 

Above all things there should be 
method in teaching. Whether we are 
right or wrong, it is better to have a 
system—to be progressing along some 
line to a definite end. Method in teach- 
4ng is a certain or fixed way of ap- 
proach to the mind of the learner, de- 
pending entirely on the order of mental 
development. Manner is certain de- 
vices or ways of teaching methods. 
Method, if a right method, never 
changes, and teachers teach these meth- 
ods when they do not understand a 
principle that underlies them. They 
work with no especial end in view; they 
are experimenting, wandering; they 
have no conception of the mind of the 
pupil. 

The first step in following along the 
line of method is observation. When 
observation is applied to teaching, it 
trains the mind to perceive with alert- 
ness what would remain unseen. to the 
untrained. It is observation that leads 
us up to understanding. At this point 
Mr. Pierce dwelt at some length upon 
the observation of children, showing 
how it begins without conscious per- 
ception by them. They learn geology, 
botany, astronomy, physics 
through their own - observation, until 
they are sent into a school and cooped 
up and deprived in a great measure of 
the power of: observation. Formerly 
few men thought of observing nature 
to see how things really dre; now ob- 
servation is a general principle and ap- 
plicable to all studies. A few years 
ago it was a great rage in America, 
when it went under the name of ob- 
ject lessons. But tlis was a faulty 
system; for observation is not simply 
seeing; it must lead up to some definite 
end, and to things that cannot be per- 
ceived by the senses. Observation that 
does not lead to comparison and gen- 
eralization is uséless. 

Generalization embraces classifica- 
tion. Through this a meaning js put 
to what is being learned. No rule or 
definition is of any value until a mean- 
ing is put to it, and we ought to see 
the folly of beginning instruction with 
the definition. Rules and statements 
are of no account until the individual 
facts are recognized from which these 

les have sprung. 
wv Lastly comes application. This is the 
use made of knowledge. Generaliza- 
tions are empty, barren, without full

A PAPER’S RIGHTS. 


The Shortridge Case Decided in 
Favor of the Editor. 


He Had a Right to Publish Proceedings, 
Even Though the Court Ordered | 
That They Were to Be 
Kept Secret, 


- 


The Supreme Court has decide) the 
Shortridge contempt case in favor of 
the editor. 


Some months ago when the divorce 
suit of Price vs. Price was called in 
the San Jose Superior Court, Judge W. 
J. Loregan decided ‘‘that all persons be 
excluded from the courtroom except th* 
officers of the court, the parties and 
their counsel.”” It was further ordered 
“that no public report of the testimony 
be made.” : 

On the following day Charles M. 
Shortridge published in the San_ Jose 
Mercury. of which he was editor,-an ar- 
ticle containing testimony in the. case. 

In dissecting the arguments in the 
case, the Supreme-Court says: 

“Upon an affidavit setting forth these 
facts, Judge Loregan made an order 
commanding Shortridge to appear and 
show cause why he should not be ad- 
judged guilty of contempt. Mr. Short- 
ridge disclaimed any intention to re- 
flect upon the court or show any dis- 
respect, and publishing 
a fair and true répoptse® the teatimony 
and proceedings he was §$imply exercis- 
ing a constitutional right with which 
the court could not interfere. Judg- 
ment was entered pronouncing him 
guilty of contempt of court, and order- 
ing’ him to pay a fine .of.§400.- Short- 
ridge applied fog a writ. of certiorari, 
which was granted, the’ matter 
having been heard and submitted, we 
are now called upon determine 
whether the court exceeded Jts: juris- 
diction in adjudging Shortridge guilty 
of contempt. 

“In support of the order under con- 
sideration, counsel for the respondent 
relies on two propositions, namely: 
First. that the order was authorized 
by sections 125 and 1200, C. © P., and 
second, that the publication was an 
interference with judicial proceedings, 
which the court had the inherent power 
to punish as a contempt, 

“The sections referred to read as 
follows: | 

“Section 125. In am .action fcr di- 
criminal converastion, seduc- 
tion, or Lreach of promise of marilazge, 
the court may direct the trial of any 
issue of fact joined therein to Lc pri- 
vate, ard may exclud@ all persoos ex- 
cept the officers of the court, the 
parties, their witnesses and counsel: 
provided, that in any cause the court 
may, in the exercise ef a sound dis- 
cretion, during the examination of a 
Wituecss, exclude any or all other wit- 
nesses ir. the cause. sy: 

“Sec. 1209. The following icts or 
cmissions, in respect to a court of 
justice, or proceedings therein, are con- 
tempts of the authority of the court: 

Disobedience of any lawful judg- 
ment, order or process’ of the court. 

“9. Any unlawful interference with 
the process or rr gs of a court. 

“Tr may be well to note that Shcrt- 
ridge was not a a witness or 
an officer of the cou and that no or- 
der was made excluding the witnesses 
from the courtroom, .The question, 
therefore, whether’ a ‘witness; : party, 
officer or other person over whytn the 
court had acquired jurisdiction may be 
purished for disclosing testimony when 
the trial is held with closed doors, and 
the question whether {ft is a contempt 
for a newspaper to publish the evi- 
dence after an ordér has been made 
excluding the witnesses from the court- 
room during the trial, must be. elimi- 
nated from the consideration of the 


case. 

“The court planted its e¢onclusion 
squarely upon the ground that ‘the 
evident purpose of the act was that 
in cases of divorce .. the entire 
evidence should not be produced before 
the public,’ saying: ‘Of course the 
main purpose of this enactment was to 
promote public morals.’ 

“Tn this country it is a first prin- 
ciple that the people have the right to 
know what is done in their courts, 

“Tf the Legislature had intended to 
rohibit the publication of proceedings 
n cases tried with closed doors, it 
would have been easy to declare its 
will in that regard in express terms. 
It has not done so, and the right 
claimed is not essential to the execu- 
tion of the authority conferred by the 
section. The assumptién that the ob- 
ject’ of the statute was to protect the 
public from the contaminating in- 
fiuences of prurient: revelations often 
made in actions of divorce, seduction 
and criminal conversation, is unwar- 
ranted. The object of the act is 
palpable. It was to re decorum in 
the conduct of trials involving the re- 
lation of the sexes and to protect wit- 
nesses of refined sensibilities from the 
ordeal which they might ‘otherwise 
have to pass through in giving testi- 
mony of a delicate or filthy nature in 
the presence of a crowd of vulgar and 
curious spectators,

Collateral Bank Project. 

A movement ‘is on foot in the city 
to establish a ‘collateral’ bank” on 
what is known as the. Boston plan, 
with a capital of $50,000. It is a ‘fact 
not generally known, except among 
the unfortunates who are compelled 
to have dealings with-them, that 
pawnbrokers in the city are charging 
as high as 10 per cent. per month for 
money, or the astounding rate of 120 
per cent. per annum. Not only is this 
unheard-of interest being charged, but 
no attention whatever is paid to the 
law governing pawnbrokers, and when 
once an article is pledged with these 
shylocks the chances of the owner ever 
recovering the property are reduced to 
minimum. 

The plan, as proposed, is to organ- 
ize a bank with $50,000 paid-up capital, 
and to make loans on personal prop- 
erty at 1 per cent. per month. Every 
thirty days unredeemed pledges will 
be advertised and sold, and, after pay- 
ing the amount of the loan and inter- 
est, the surplus will be returned to the 
owner of the article. The men behind 
the movement do not pretend to be 
philanthropists in any sense of the 
word. They are business men who say 
they are satisfied with a fair return 
on their investment, and who think 
1 per cent. per month is sufficient. 


Galer Placer Diggings. 

A gentleman who arrived from the 
Galer placer mines last night says 
some rich finds are being made there. 
These diggings are about forty miles 
northeast of Mojave, and there are 
now about twenty-five men working 
there. There. are springs at Galer, 
where water can be had for 409 cr 500 
men for camp purposes, but there is 
no water for washing out gold, and 
dry washers are used. Reed & ‘Sroves, 
whi have the best claim in the camp, 
a day or two ago struck a nugget 
weighing something over four pounds, 
and valued at $1000. Other large nuggets 
have also been found on this ciaim. 
Miners are said to be taking out from 
$4 to $8 per day. 


Burned to the Ground. 

The building occupied by the Los An- 
geles Box Company as a factory, lo- 
eated between Third and Fourth 
streets, on Los Angeles, was burned 
to the ground last night at 10 o'clock.

What Passenger Agent Ttonipson Says—The 
Southern Pacific Will Honor No 
Sante Fe Tickets—Rail- 

road Notes. 


‘The Associated Press dispatch from 
Chicago published in The Times yester- 
rday morning to the effect that the Santa 
Fe had made a $4 cut in the through 
rate East, and threatened another cut 
in case the Southern Pacific met the 
reduced rate, caused quite a flurry 
among the looil representatives o% ‘he 
. various roads having offices in this city. 
The general opinion was that an ami- 
cable adjustment of the trouble would 

made, as the financial condition of 
the railroads was such that they could 
not stand. a rate war at this time: a 
few, however, affected to believe that 
it was an entering wedge, and that 
much lower rates would prevatl before 
the end was reached. 

The cut rate went into effect at th 
Santa Fe offices in this city yesterday 
morning, and is made on first-class 
tickets, east-bound, either single or 
round trip, the round-trip rate over the 
Banta Fe to Chicago now being $76, 
and the singletrip rate $47.75, which, 
unless it is met, gives that line a 
very decided advantage. 

Passenger Agent Thompson of the 
Santa Fe was seen by a Times reporter 
yesterday afternoon, and stated that, 
while his company did not wish to pre- 
cipitate a rate war, it was compelled 
to look out for its own interests, which 
made the cut necessary. For several 
years there has been an agreement be- 


cific, by which the latter company 
charged $4 additional on the Eastern 
rate by way of San Francisco. The 
Southern Pacific, without notice to the 
Santa Fe, took off this $4, giving the 
side trip free, and claimed the privi- 
lege of doing so in any special cases 
that it saw fit, which, of course, 


} amounted to a $4 cut, end it was this 


cut that had been met by the Santa 
Fe. This action was regarded by the 
Santa Fe as a violation of the agree- 
ment between the two companies, and 
they had taken steps for their protec- 
tion as stated. Mr. Thompson stated 
that he had been notified by the 
Southern Pacific people that no tickets 
via Portland, Sacramentd or El] Paso 
sold by the Santa Fe would be recog- 
nized over their lines, and that in con- 
sequence no more tickets would be sold 
until the differerices were adjusted. 

At the Southern Pacific offices noth- 
ing was known beyond the fact that 
friendly relations with the Santa Fe 
were at least temporarily suspended, 
and that formal notice had been served 
on them toa that effect, receipt of which 
notice had been acknowledged by Mr. 
Thompson. The cut had not been met 
last evening, and it was stated that it 
was not known whether it would be. 
The Southern Pacific people deny that 
there has been any violation of any 
agreement with the Santa Fe.

THE NBW BONDS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Col. C. F. Crocker 
returned here today after an extended 
trip through the State. The $89,293,000 
of 5 per cent. bonds, authorized by the 
Southern Pacific Company yesterday, 
will not be issued, he said, except as 
required to take up the former bonds 
and to construct new lines of railway. 
‘Col. Crocker explained that the new 
mortgage will cover only the lines of 
the Southern Pacific Railway Company 
south of San Francisco, and that a 
great portion of the first outlay wil! 
be to complete the system of lines in 
the San Joaquin Valley; not only those 
at present existing, but also con- 
templated extensions and connections 
as projected in the plan adopted a year 


ago. 

He denied that the Southern Pacific 
contemplates giving encouragement to 
the proposed line from Fresno to Mon- 
terey. He said that the new lines pro- 
jected embraced among others, two con- 
nections, the Santa Clara and Salinas 
valleys, and the San Joaquin, besides 
others in Southern Caiifornia. One of 
the lines in the San Joaquin Valley will 
extend from Hanford ty Wade station, 
where it will strike the present line 
running into Bakersfield. Another, it 
was learned, from a different source, 
would probably run from Merced to 
Sanger, closing up the gap and making 
@ third line through the valley. ~ 

MUST PAY FARE. 

The Southern Pacific is evidently de- 
termined to enforce the ‘collection of 
fares in the city of Oakland, as will 
be seen by the following from the San 
Francisco Call of Tuesday: 

‘The days of free rides upon the cars 
of the Southern Pacific road in Oakland 
‘are numbered, so the Southern Pacific 
people say. “The crowds of workingmen 
going to and from their daily toil, the 
women with their market baskets, and 
the various other classes who have been 
wont to ride at will upon the narrow 
and broad-gauge trains in that city, 
will henceforth be required to pay their 
way, says the monopoly. The edict has 
gone forth, and in a short time the cars 
now running over the lines of the 
Southern Pacific Company in the towns 
just across the bay will assume a differ- 
ent appearance from that whith they 
bear at present. 

“On @ach side of the cars a gate will 
be attached for the purpose of shutting 
out the non-paying citizens,vand no- 
body will be permitted to t on the 
cars unless he or she has a ticket. 

“For this purpose ticket offices will 
be éstablished at each of the stopping 
places, where passengers may procure 
the necessary pieces of pasteboard ad- 
mitting them to the cars of the com- 
pany. 

“The present system of running 
trains will be stopped, and the old or- 
der resumed. That is to say, Broadway 
and some of the other crossings which 
are not recognized as stopping-places 
by some of the trains on the present 
schedule. will as they formerly were 
on the time-card._ 

“Although all the details of the new 
order of affairs have not yet been de- 
cided upon, it is probable that a uni- 
form rate of 5 cents will be charged for

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 
weather service for the week ending 
September 11: 

The weather during the week was un- 
seasonably cool; the days were fairly 
warm, but the nights were decidedly 
chilly, which tended to reduce the tem- 
perature averages below the normals 
‘for this period of the year. The daily 
deficiency in temperature at Los Ange- 
les ranged from one degree, for the 
least, to seven for the highest, the av- 
erage being five degrees; the deficiency 
was less at San Diego, the average be- 
ing three daily during the week. The 
weather was clear in the interior, but 
in the coast districts: some cloudy 
mornings occurred in the fore and lat- 
ter parts of the week. Fruit-drying 
progressed favorably on the whole as 
the days were clear, dry, and warm. 
Continuous warm, dry weather is -par- 
ticularly needed at this period on 43c- 
count of raisin-making. The rains in 
the mountains last week appreciably 
increased the supply of water for irri- 
gating purposes. Detailed reports fol- 
low: 

Santa Barbara: Harvesting of beans 
has fairly begun. Walnuts are ripening, 
but the crop is not large. Daily ship- 
ments of lemons are being made. 

San Luis Obispo: Southerly winds 
prevail, which indicates early rains. 
The bean harvest is over, and the crop 
is good. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: Corn haa 
matured, and the crop is heavy. Black- 
eye beans are being threshed, and yield 
well. The potato yield is good, and is 
being shipped. The prune crop is good. 
The nights were cool and the days 


warm. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: Tho 
weather was cool; nearly approached 
the frost point. Grain shipments con- 
tinue large. The Palms: The weather 
was cool: more so than at the same 
period last year. The second crop. of 
figs is being gathered. Pasadena: The 
weather was miserably cool for the seq- 
son: warmer weather is desired for the 
rest of the month for raisin, prune 
and peach-drying. Walnuts are a big 
crop. Duarte:. The past week was ‘a- 
vorable for fruit-drying. The prune seu- 
son is at its height, but late peaches 
are not yet ripe. A cold wave reached 
here on the 7th. Covina: The weather 
was fine. Oranges are doing nicely. 
Fumigating for black scale is being 
taiked about. Pomona: The unus- 
ually heavy rains on the 2d did no dam- 
age, as driers had warning in time ‘to 
stack their trays. The weather was 
cool, but favorable for drying, because 
of continuous sun. Prunes are coming 
to the dryers rapidly. The grape crop 
is large, and Of fine quality. The olive 
crop will amount to nearly nothing In 
this valley. Compton: 
busy picking apples. 

San Bernardino county—Chino: Fall 
weather has come on unusually early. 
Cool nights, with warm, dry days are 
ripening sugar-beets rapidly. Ontario: 
Seventy tons of fruit was put’ up by 
the cannery. Redlands: 
gathering the big ‘crop of raisins and 
wine grapes on the Stillman ranch has 
begun. 

Riverside county—Beaumont: Frult- 
growers are drying their crops. Win- 
chester: Grain turned out better than 
expected. Elsinore: The weather wae 
clear and warm. 

Orange county—Whittier: A _ large 
amount of peaches, grapes, apples and 
tomatoes are used by the cannery. 
Orange: Grape-picking is in progress; 
the yield is good, and the quality first- 
class. Fullerton: The walnut crop will 
be about eighteen carloads. Anaheim: 
No change occurred in the weather 
from the previous week, except the 
nights were cooler, Sugar-beets con- 
tinue to be sent to the factory in large 
quantities. 

San Diego county—Escondido: Grapes. 
are being cut and sent to EFastern points 
in refrigerator cars. San Marcos: 
Corn will be a good crop. San Piego 
city: Grape-picking began Monday on 
the large ranches in the Cajon. The 
weather has been good for curing frult 
the past week. Fruit-drying continues, 
but it is almost finished, except on late 
peaches. Grain continues to arrive in 
large lots. we

» The case, as already outlined, is one 
for an injunction to restrain the de- 
fendants from pursuing further work 
bn a certain tunnel which they are 
at presefitrdigging near the stream of 
water ‘belonging to and controlled by 
the plaintiff company. 

In the argument, counsel for the 
plaintiff contended that the tunnel, if 
allowed to run into the canyon any 
further, would diminish the supply of 
water ownel by the San Antonio Com- 
pany, to the latter’s loss and injury. 
The stream referred to flowed, down 
the canyon ‘and into a reservoir built 
for the collection of water, from which 
a@ portian’of the residents of Pomona 
and Ontario were supplied. 

The defendants, several months ago, 
began the digging of a tunnel close be- 
side the source of supply of the plain- 
tiffs. The canyon bed, being of grav- 
elly formation, naturally would furnish 
but little ‘more resistance to percolating 
water than a seive, hence the tunnel 
would draw from and diminish the 
supply of tie plaintiff's water. 

The case will be continued today. 

DLAUSIVE FANCIBS. 

Fannie Smith, an invalid, who has 
lived at the County Hospital for nearly 
three years past, was brought before 


Judge Shaw and Drs. Ainsworth and / 


Wernigk yesterday, for examination as 
to her sanity. 

The woman was a curious sight to 
behold, having on an enormous white 
sunbonnet, and wearing heavy ban- 
dages about her head. Over her face 
she had also rubbed some sort of a 
powder, in order to cure imaginary 
pains. When she took off the bonnet 
she appeared lika the ‘‘wild woman of 
the woods,” with her hair all dis- 
heveled, and bony features and pro- 
truding, teeth. wever, she talked 
along in a rational manner and an- 
swered questions with but little hesi- 
tancy. 

The nurse in attendance at the hos- 
pital testified that the invalid acted at 
times in a very violent manner. She 
was constantly threatening to do in- 
jury to all of the inmates of the hos- 
pital, and would frequently stand still 
in one place for hours at a time, in- 
sisting that she could not move, and 
that if she did so she would die. 

During the hearing of the nurse’s 
testimony the patient frequently inter- 
rupted her with exclamations of sur- 
prise, declaring that it was ail a lie, 
and that she was perfectly safe. 

Dr. Hogan, the county physician, 
stated that the woman had been in 
the same condition ever since he took 
charge of the hospital, some six months 
ago. He thought that she was danger- 
ous in a way, and that she might do 
harm to the other inmates during her 
frrational fits. She kept her head ban- 
daged up always, he said, although 
there was nothing whatever the matter 
with it. One of her delusions was that 
the physicians were anxious for her to 
die, so that they could get possession 
of a certain bone in her body. 

After listening to the story told by 
the hospital attendants, Judge Shaw 
ordered that the woman be committed 
to the asylum at Highland.

HAYFORD HEARD FROM. 
The Fellow in San Prancisco—A Character- 


istic Card. 
George Hayford, the disreputable 
lawyer who figured in the Bentley mur- 
der trial, and who was afterward ar- 
rested and convicted of beating his 
wife, for which offense he was fined 
$50, has again been heard from. Shortly 
after getting out of his’ wife-beating 
sc , the fellow filed papers for di- 
voree, and almost immediately left the 
city. It appears that he has trans- 
ferred himseif to San Francisco, where 
he has opened a law office. The fol- 
lowing from the San Francisco Wave 
of September §, which was published 
with a very flattering portrait of the 
aforesaid Hayford, will be interesting 
reading in this city and Santa Ana, 
where he is best known: 

“One of the most interesting cases in 
the annals of the Southern metropolis 
was that of the State against Henry 
Bentley, accused of poisoning his wife. 
The lady in question, a Mrs. Nordholdt, 
was a somewhat mature and exceed- 
ingly wealthy _ person, whom, it ap- 
peared from the evidence, Bentley had 
married for financial rather than ama- 
tory reasons. Indeed, he was inconsid- 
erate enough to discuss future mat- 
rimonial depredations with sundry in- 
dividuals of his acquaintance, insin- 
uating a desire to get rid of his bar- 
gain, provided he might retain her cash. 


‘The prosecution gathered against him a 


strong body of testimony, and his 
conviction seemed a certainty. 

“Fortunately for himself, however, 
his cage was in the hands of a clever 
attorney, George Hayford, one of the 
ablest lawyers of the Southern bar, 
who, by the exercise of an unusual de- 
gree of skill and diplomacy, disproved 
the evidence, and secured his client’s 
acquittal. Indeed, the effort and its 
reward were regarded as a legal tour 
de force in Los Angeles. For his fee 
Mr. Hayford received the sum of $16,- 
000, and so satisfied was the client 
with his brilliant service, that he pre- 
sented him, in eddition, with a gvld 
watch jeweled with diamonds. 

“Some time ago Mr. Hayford eon- 
cluded that San Francisco offered for 
an able lawyer a wider field than Los 
Angeles. The requirements of his 


practice kept him there until recently, | 


however, when circumstances enabled 
him to retire and commence work here.

Side Lights on the Proposed 
Electric Road Franchises. 


Don’t Throw Away Valuable Rights—Per- 
sonal Notes of Interest—Street 
Im provements—Batch of 
Brevities. 


That the building of an electric 
street railroad between Pasadena and 
Los Angeles will prove highly bene- 
ficial to the public interests of Pasa- 
dena admits of no dispute, but there 
is no need of giving away too many 
valuable rights in the shape of fran- 
chises to obtain such result. Some 
weeks ago, at the instance of the Board 


of City Trustees, City Attorney Arthur | 


drew up a franchise granting the 
rights to construct and operate such 
a road on certain streets of the town 
and under certain conditions. It was 


a good franchise, for the reason that) 
it well protected the city’s interests, °° 


while it embraced nothing which any 
company meaning business could 
_ reasonably object to. Since then, how- 
ever, the franchise as drawn up by 
Mr. Arthur has been attacked tooth 
and nail by the Consolidated Electric 
Railway Company. At the suggestion 
of that company’s attorney, James 
McLachlan, Esq., various sections of 
the franchise have been altered in im- 
portant particulars. Certain para- 
graphs have been stricken out, while 
in otner places new paragraphs have 
been introduced—all at Mr. McLach- 
lan's suggestion—until the whole 
“blasted business’’ has begun to take 
on the aspect of a farce, so far as the 
city’s side of the case goes. If the 
franchise should pars into the hands 
of the Consolidated Electric Company 
with all the changes introduced by Mr. 
McLachian on Monday and at previous 
Council meetings, it will simply give 
that company an option to extend its 
line to Pasadena within the next two 
years, or not to extend it—just as it 
pleases. Even the matter of the for- 
feiture of a $5000 bond wouldn't cut 
much of a figure—at the end of two 
years. The Terminal and Santa Fe 
\companies could well afford to pay the 
Consolidated Electric Company treble 
that amount to keep out of Pasadena, 
and in this connection it is interesting 
to recall the fact that when the Ter- 
minal officials appeared before the 
City Council they never manifested 
the slightest alarm concerning the 
electric road’s proposed inroads into 
this territory. The fagt might be men- 
tioned alSo that as tings now stand 
the electric road c@Mpany, which is 
practically in cont of the Los Ange- 
les cable road, gets 10 cents from 
every Pasadena passenger to Los An- 
geles for the round trip from the sta- 
tion to the center of town. The dis- 
tance being considered, this amount 
nets a larger profit than would a 
round trip rate of 25 cents from Pasa- 
dena, all of which leads the average 
citizen to wonder why the electric road 
wants to extend its line to Pasadena, 

Fortunately, the terms of the pro- 
posed franchise have only been inform- 
ally agreed upon. Pasadena will be 
glad to welcome an electric road, and 
will give it generous support, but Pasa- 
dena will never sanction the giving 
away of valuable rights without as- 
surance that they will be received and 
acted upon in good faith, nor will it 
do for the city to throw the control of 
all the principal streets of town into 
the hands of one corporation for a 
period of two years to the exclusion of 
everybody else. Some changes proposed 
by Mr. McLachlan in the wording of 
the franchise are of serious importance, 
and should not be passed over lightly. 
The amount of the bond should not 
be lowered a whit below $10,000, a re- 
duction of fare should not be limited 
to the public school children, but should 
apply to the attendants at all of the 
schools, and the terms of the franchise 
should be such that in case the road 
is not completed within the prescribed 
time the franchise over the entire line 
will be forfeited, and not simply that 
applying to such portions of the road 
as the company may choose not to 
complete. Pasadena has some valuable 
street rights, which in coming years 
will prove highly profitable to the 
compan ng under them. The 
Council should value these rights ac- 
cordingly, and dictate in what manner 
they shall be disposed of. If the ap- 
plicants for such rights are not then 
satisfied, it would be better to wait for 
some one else, rather than make a 
present of them on whatever terms 
.gaid applicants may dictate.

ENFORCE THE IMPROVEMENT ACT. 

At the next meeting of the City 
Council an ordinance will probably be 
passed, which will provide for putting 
the provisions of the Street Improve- 
ment Act, which relates to the proper 
care of trees and hedges along the 
public thoroughfares, into active effect. 
A drive about town will convince any 
one of the pressing need of carrying 
out such work. In many places the 
sidewalks are almost impassable on ac- 
count of overhanging branches of ’trees 
and of evergreen hedges. The o 
tions of the new law will be awaited 
with interest, and all improvements ac- 
cruing therefrom will be hailed with 
joy by everyone, except the nine citi- 
zens who voted against its adoption,

A Firm of Saloon-keepers Again 
in Trouble. 


The Keepers of the Harlem Springs Resort 
Charged With Violating the Liquor 
License—Notes and 
Personals. 


Janson & Silvers, proprietors of the 

Peerless saloon, in San Bernardino, and 
lessees of Harlem Springs, have been 
cited to appear before the county su- 
pervisors, on September 15, and show 
cause why their saloon license should 
not be revoked. They are charged by 
County License Collector Richardson 
with again violating the county liquor 
license ordinance, by selling liquor 
without a license at Harlem Springs, 
the supposition being that, if they vio- 
late the ordinance in one way at the 
Springs, they are liable to violate it in 
some way in the city, and are at any 
rate unfit persons to be licensed to en- 
gage in the liquor business. This same 
firm was brought before the board upon 
the same charge in July, upon evidence 
gathered in June, and, rather than 
stand trial, the retail license of $120 
was paid for the business done at the 
Springs. The members of the firm ap- 
pealed to the members of the Board 
of Supervisors, with tears in their eyes, 
begging them not to revoke their li- 
cense, stating that the bad name of the 
springs was handed down to them by 
their predecessors, and promising, per- 
sonally and through their attorney, 
that they would never violate the law, 
either at Harlem Springs or at the 
Peerless saloon in this city, stating that 
their licenses might be withheld with- 
out protest if they did.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Business Transacted at the Reg- 
ular Board [leeting. 


Appointment of a Milk and Meat Inspector 
Recommended—A Vigorous Kick 
Against the Packing- 
house. 


The Board of Health met yester- 
day afternoon, all of its members be- 
ing present. 

The matter of the appointment of a 
meat and milk’ inspector coming up, 
Dr. GillingtNam moved that an ordi- 
nance be drafted for presentation . to 
the Council providing for the appoint- 
ment of such an Officer, also that 
Charles’ Hayden be recommended for 
the position. He said that Mr. Hay- 
den had lived in the city for some 
thirty years, and was, he believed, 
thoroughly competent for the position. 
Dr. Hitchcock, in seconding the mo.« 
tion, said that he was in favor of such 
proceeding at present, but hoped that 
eventually an animal! inspector would 
be also appointed. 

Dr, Kurtz said that he believed that 
for the position there should be ap- 
pointed a veterinary surgeon, who 
would be competent to make micro- 
scopic examinations. He, therefore, 
placed in nomination the name of J. 
— the veterinary sur- 
on, an r. n vs 
tion being voted on was carried. 

The communication .from George 
Brereton, as heretofore published, ad- 
vocating that California instead of 
India be put forward as a resort for 
invalids from England, and also that 
ja Nicaragua Canal be built, was then 
Dr. Kurtz moved that the canal be 
built, but this motion failing to carry 
the communication was filed. 

A communication from George W. 
Hollenbeck, at No. 416 East Twenty- 
first street, stated that his near netgh- 
bor at the corner of Twenty-first street 
and Maple avenue, had maintained a 


muisance in the form of a chicken |; 


ranch and other offensive things. He 
had calied upon the Health Officer for 
relief, which he claimed had not been 
granted, and now, as a last resort, he 
appealed to the board in reference to 
the matter. The board was invited to 
inspect the place. ; 

Health Officer Powers stated that 
the premises réferred to were the ones 
owned by Mr. Dewey, who had been 
Sent to the insane asylum. The man’s 
gwife had been notified to clean up the 
miace, which had been done partially. 
4 complaint had been sworn out, and 

é¢ woman’s brother arrested for main- 
taining @ nuisance, It was, according 
to thé-inspector’s statement, now in 
about as good condition as a chicken 
ranch could be kept. 

On motion, the communication was 
filed, and the invitation to inspect the 
premises was. declined. 

It was ordered that bids be again ad- 
xertised for for the filling in so as to 
prevent collection of storm water on 
dot 10, block 6, of the Park tract, on 
Centennial avenue. 

The Health Officer reported that he 
had examined Mrs. S. A. Ulrich for her 
qualifications as a midwife, and that she 
had proven satisfactory. A license cer- 
tificate was accordingly ordered issued 
to her. 

A Mr. Stern appeared before the 
board and said he wished to- ter a 
kick against the Cudahy Packing Com- 
pany. In the first place there was the 
incessant squealing of the pigs, which 
was kept up day and night. Besides 
this, there was a terrible stench about 
the place when the rendering chamber 
was blown off, and:also the stench 
from the live hogs. 

Health Officer Powers stated that 
the establishment was so arranged that 
a large portion of the solid matter in 
the refuse from the place was used for 
fertilizer, and not permitted to go into 
the sewer. ere was, however, a 
large amount of filth which was turned 
away. This was allowed to run into 
the river and did not go into the sewer. 

Dr. McGowan took occasion to re- 
mark that he had endeavored to have 
a tract of land in the sandy district 
near Seventh street and the river se- 
eured for the purpose of confining ali 
such slaughter-houses in that neigh- 
borhood. The Council had, however, 
not seen fit to act on his suggestion, 
and the packing-house had been 
erected where it now is. Under the 
circumstances he did not see how the 
board could afford any remedy in the 
matter. 

Dr. Kurtz said that as far as he was 
eoncerned he believed the matter of the 
squealing should referred to the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 

“Don't, for pity’s sake, refer any- 
thing more to the Police Commission,”’ 
said the Mayor. ‘‘We have all can 
attend to in that body now.’’ 

The discussion here turned on to the 
pollution of the river, and, after some 
further talk, it was ordered that the 
Health Officer be instructed to present 
a specific report on the matter at the 
next meeting of the board, and in the 
meantime to have everything done 
that could be to abate any nuisance 
about the premises in question. 

Mr. Stern said that he was not mak- 
ing any complaint about what was be- 
ing turned into the river. He was 
complaining of the intolerable stench 
coming from the rendering tank when 
the same was blown off. 

The Health Officer reported that 
there were still a number of physi- 
cians who had not registered as re- 
quired by ordinance. 

Dr. Kurtz moved that those who had 
not registered be given notice to do so 
within ten days, and that if they failed 
to register at the expiration of that 
iime they be prosecuted. ed.

Plans for Disposing of the Same and Sup- 
pressing a Nuisance. 

A committee from the City Council 

is conferring with the Board of Super- 


the sewage from the County Hospital. 
One plan that has been suggested is 


Southern Pacific Railway track, and 
on, so as to connect with the Mozart 
street sewer. 

It is expected, however, that the 
central intercepting sewer will soon be 
extended southward, not far from the 
river, so as to cross Macy street at 
a point near the Mission road. 

It is thought therefore to be the more 


hospital along the Mission road so as 
to connect with the.central intercept- 
ing sewer at the point where it crosses 
the road. This plan will involve the 
laying of a good deal more sewer 
than by the plan first mentioned above, 
but it is thought to be a certainty 
that the Mission road will some time 
have to be sewered anyway. If it be, 
then the line of sewer laid from the 
hospital across the railway will be un- 
necessary. 

This being the case, it is argued that 
it would be better to run the sewer 
from the hospital along the Mission 
road even though the first. expense be 
much greater.
